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PASTORAL PERSPECTIVE 



"If anyone would come after me, he must deny himself 
and take up his cross and follow me." 

Mark 8:34 

1. On "cross-bearing" and "growing pains" here at 
FCLC... 

In my sermon March 14th and 15th, I commented on 
the previous week's headlines; "Most denominations 
losing ground, according to recent studies." I men- 
tioned that this has certainly been true for the ELCA. 
But here's the good news; FCLC is growing and this 
year has been especially strong! Wednesday Lenten 
services are way up over last year and the 11:00am 
service each weekend has been consistently around 
300 in attendance. Church studies indicate that any- 
time you are over 80% f ul I in worship, it's a deterrent 
for visitors. Makes sense to me - I know that Cindy 
and I avoid going back to restaurants where it is so 
crowded that it is hard to find parking and seating. 

So. ..we knew this day would probably come; we need 
to think and pray about going to Three Sunday 
morning services this Fall. I know. ..it's not ideal. 
It's more work for a lot of us.. .especially me. ..but 
maybe it's a tiny example of the "cross-bearing" and 
"self-denial" that Jesus speaks of in the Gospels. 
How else do we make room for our Sunday morning 
ministry to grow.... without embarking in another 
building project. ..in a bad economy? Quite frankly, 
most "large churches" have three services on Sunday 
mornings - I knew nothing but that with my dad's 
church the whole time I was growing up. We had 
three Sunday School hours too! It wasn't ideal, but 
you know what? We were blessed with the 5 th largest 
Lutheran Church in the state! It was an exciting, 
vibrant ministry. 

So. ..what might this look like for us? Redeemer Lu- 
theran in Ft. Collins has services at 8:00am, 9:30am, 
and 11:00am, with Sunday School at 9:30am. It 
works, and they have a vibrant Sunday School. But 
you know what? We tried that here for several years 
in the mid-90's, and eventually we backed off be- 
cause that middle service makes it so tempting for 
families to just come for one hour - kids to Sunday 
school and parents to worship while we really want 
to emphasis BOTH worship and education. 

Personally, I would prefer to have a "dedicated" 
education time, and I believe it's possible with a 15 
minute "sacrifice" from all of us. What if we were 
to move our current schedule 15 minutes later; mov- 
ing the 8:30am worship to 8:45am, the 9:45am edu-

cation time to 10:00am, the 11:00am worship to 
11: 15am. .ADDING a new 45 minute early service at 
7:45am? I know that sounds EARLY, but you know 
what? Up until just three years ago, this church AL- 
WAYS had an 8:00am service. Again, this would be a 
"15 minute sacrifice" for those who have had a history 
of worshiping at 8:00am. 

Here's what I believe we would end up with; about 75 
worshipers on Saturdays at 5:30pm; about 75 worship- 
ers at the 7:45am service; about 250 at our 8:45am 
service, and about 250 at our 11:15am service. Guess 
what that adds up to? That is potentially about 650 
worshipers per weekend, while our current average is 
550. Wow. ..that opens a lot of opportunity for wor- 
ship growth. ...without starting another building cam- 
paign. Indeed, if the Saturday Service were to grow 
to 100 worshipers and 7:45am grow to 100 worshipers 
and 8:45am grow to 300 worshipers and 11:15am grow 
to 300 worshipers; that's 800 worshipers per week- 
end. ..all without spending a dime. Yeah! Thanks for 
your prayers as we seek God's will in all of this. 

2. On our recent new member group... 

While a number of people indicated to me that the 
timing of this most recent new member group would 
not work for them, nevertheless, we were excited to 
welcome 10 new households into our church family 
March 15th! Many thanks to our staff, council and all 
who helped with the orientation and luncheon that 
Sunday. We are honored that God has entrusted to us 
all these new brothers and sisters in Christ as we work 
together for the kingdom of God. 

3. On our Lenten season and Holy Week... 

Wow. ..we have been blessed! The accolades keep 
flowing in from people who have felt particularly 
touched by our Wednesday Lenten services at 4:30pm 
and 7:00pm. The music, the messages, the dramas, 
and the soup suppers have been just outstanding! 

We are extremely excited once again to have Wayne 
and Kaydene Hubert, and team in charge of our popu- 
lar Passover Seder Meal at 6:00pm on Maundy 
Thursday - a worship experience and meal that truly 
takes us back to the Old Testament roots of our Lord's 
last supper. (Confirmation students must attend at 
least once during their Confirmation years!) Simi- 
larly, we look forward to the powerful music and mes- 
sage of our Good Friday Service - which calls our at- 
tention to the Passion of Christ poured out on the 
cross. 

4. On our Stewardship... 

Truly, a tough economy tests our priorities and it 
takes a lot of faith to give in the midst of economic 
uncertainty, but thanks so much for your faithfulness! 
The beauty of Biblical practice of "first-fruits giving" 



is that it meets us where we are at; with percent- 
age giving - as income increases, giving proportion- 
ately increases and as income decreases, giving pro- 
portionately decreases. In the ups and downs of 
life, we try to put "first things first" and trust that 
God will provide. We hope that our "first-fruits" 
giving as a congregation through the years has pro- 
vided a positive example for each of you to know 
and believe that God is faithful when we put "first 
things first" in our giving of time and talents and 
treasure. Try it - it works! God is faithful to pro- 
vide for our needs when we place our trust in Him. 
Please take time to fill out the Time and Talent sur- 
vey found later in this edition of the Faith Commu- 
nicator. 

5. On our "pastoral care" team after Bruce... 

Although Pastor Bruce will be deeply missed from 
our staff and our preaching schedule after Easter, 
we are so thrilled with his plans to be an "active" 
member of our church, continuing to teach Sunday 
School and lead the Wednesday morning men's Bible 
study. 

As I mentioned in the February newsletter; "I want 
you to know that I am totally at peace with this and 
I have all the faith in the world that God will con- 
tinue to provide for our staff needs. As you know, 
we have just approved a new budget for this year, 
so we do not anticipate any dramatic staff changes. 
This year will be a time of discernment as we 
prayerfully assess our long range staff needs. I ex- 
pect to preach more often, but I'm comfortable 
with that. Additionally, we have an outstanding 
team of Stephen ministers who are eager to provide 
pastoral care for our members and friends." 

Additionally, retired pastors Michael O'Grady, and 
Todd and Tyger Penson have indicated their eager- 
ness to help, so beginning right after Easter we will 
have a "Pastoral Team" of five; Michael, Todd, 
Tyger, Ed, and myself. We are confident that in 
partnership with our Stephen Ministers, we will be 
able to provide quality pastoral care and worship for 
our congregation. The five of us will be assisting 
with Holy Communion and greeting visitors, and Pas- 
tor Bruce's former office will be available for pri- 
vate conversations and counseling for the Pastoral 
Team and our Stephen Ministers.

LONG RANGE PLANNING COMMITTEE UPDATE

The Long Range Planning Committee (LRPC) began 
meeting in November 2008. The Long Range Plan- 
ning Committee (LRPC) is tasked with developing a 
long-range plan that will prepare and guide FCLC 
Ministries five to twenty years into the future. One 
of the major areas of focus the LRPC has studied to 
date is growth. Planning for growth will be impor- 
tant in the future of FCLC and will impact current 
and future ministries. As such, the LRPC to date has 
studied three major areas that will impact FCLC in 
the long term. This has included: 

1. City of Longmont plans for Annexation of the 
area around and including the FCLC property. 
There is currently no plan for annexation but this 
is a real possibility in the future. 

2. Boulder County acquisition of open space in the 
area of the FCLC property, and most importantly 
the plans for the property surrounding the 
church. 

3. The City of Longmont's plans for extending 
Spencer St. to the North and potential impact to 
the entrance to FCLC from Ute HWY 66. There 
are currently no definite plans to extend Spencer 
at this time but the committee believes this will 
eventually happen. 

The LRPC has researched and discussed the options 
for addressing physical plant growth. Currently the 
two options that appear to be a possibility are to ex- 
pand to the north on the current property, and also 
the potential of looking into acquiring more land to 
the east and/ or west. There is no real good option 
to expand the current sanctuary. Expansion on the 
current property would have to be to the east which 
is limited or to the north. The LRPC is not ready to 
make any formal recommendations at this point and 
will continue to research options and stay up to date 
on City and County plans. 



The committee has discussed the potential of 
building a Columbarium on the current property 
and has appointed a sub committee including Bob 
Thoman, Roger Olsen, and Dave Koehler to develop 
a proposal. The first draft of the Columbarium 
Proposal is expected to be ready for review at the 
April meeting. 

The LRPC has begun development of the long-range 
plan and has agreed to the format and structure of 
the plan. Work will continue with focus being first 
on developing the 5-year plan and then continuing 
to extend the plan forward to 10 years and be- 
yond. 

At the March meeting the LRPC set guidelines that 
will guide staff and ministry leaders in developing 
5-year plans. If you have ideas or input on 5-year 
ministry plans, please contact the appropriate min- 
istry lead and provide your input. This input will 
be rolled into the long-range plan and will help 
with addressing other parts of the plan including 
physical plant, staffing, funding etc... 

When the LRPC has an outline for the initial long- 
range plan established, congregational meetings 
will be held to solicit congregational feedback. 
The timeline for this is still to be determined. 

The LRPC asks that the congregation keep the 
LRPC in your prayers. All congregation members 
are also encouraged to chat with one of the LRPC 
members if you have questions or ideas.
